CANADA AS THE RIVAL OF KENTUCKY. 

Spread of Thoroughbred Breeding Industry in 
Dominion Encouraged at Windsor. 



Detroit, Mich., March 21. — Where will the win- 
ner of this year’s Frontier Handicap come from — 
the Blue Grass valleys of Kentucky or the com- 
parativel.v new breeding establishments of the Do- 
minion of Canada?

In the present era, however, Canada 
has its established bre<*ding centers and while the 
country isn’t so lu’olific of tlioroughbre.l horses as 
the Blue Grass state, its j)roduce appears destined, 
with developments like tliat of the last three years, 
to vie witli its famous rival for every stake race 
on the continent. 

Thornhill’s victory in the 191G renewal brought 
the truth t>f tliis statement home better tliau any- 
thing else could and it awakened the biased sup- 
porter of the Kent\icky bred to tlie realization tliat 
the pride of tlie soutli was destined to liave opiai- 
sition from a source other than tlie Englisli breds 
that have lieen so liberally disiMiscd of by British 
breeders since the Enroiiean war commenced. 

'riiere was a time when a band of Canadian 
breds at the isist drew the passing remark that 
they were a lot of dogs and hardl.v worth a bet. 
Tills opinion is altered materially in view of re- 
cent achievements on the tracks of the south as 
well as those of the north. It isn’t a strange sight 
any more to s»>e a Canadian bred heeling dirt in 
the eyes of a Kentuck.v product and the i-liange is 
designed to improve, rather than diminish, both 
the caliber of and interest in the sport. 

tifficials of the Windsor Jocke.v Club are antici- 
pating the greatest race in the Frontier Handicap’s 
liistor.v this year for that reason. Adding 810.000 
to the subscritition and starting fees was a plan 
designed to attract the greatest thoroughbreds in 
training and the eligibility scope, three-year-olds 
and over, will let down the bars to the fore- 
most stars of the turf world.

Tlie first named is regarded 
as the star of the eulleetion and. if lie trains sonitd- 
ly, will he the stable’s standard bearer in tlie big 
race on tlie afti-rnoon of May 12. Omar Kliay.vam 
is a chestnut eolt b.v Mareo — Lisina, and was bred 
in England. With the otlier horses liolonging to the 
stable, he wintered at New Orleans, and is now 
at Hot Springs.
